The 
situation has been one of the most 
unsatisfactory in transportation that 
the town has experienced.

stead of approximately 
84.000,000, 


which comes into the state 'treasury 
under the present license rates. 


The bill, SenaTor Buckman said, is 


not the measure proposed 
by the 


Pennsylvania Motor Federation, which 
would increase the license fees only 
on motortrucks. Under the Backinan 
bill, there will be an increase of ap- 
proximately 50 per cent 
upon the 


present license rates for passenger 
cars, and che license fees for motor- 
trucks are to be boosted from 50 to 
100 per cent. 


•Buckman would provide that the li- 


censes for motortrucks cost -from $20 
to $80, depending entirely upon the 
tonnage of the truck.

Refused to Leave Post When Hun 
. Hordes Poured Through His Cotin- 
; 
trjr—Te!ts of Cruelties infiict-

ed by Invaders. 


Paris.—There reached Paris recent- 


ly a fine-looking old French gentleman, 
sad-eyed, hollow-cheeked. 
For four 


years he had been held prisoner by 
the Germans in the city of Cambrai. 
He had seen the Hun kaiser three 
times passing through the streets of 
his city which previously had been 
swept by the French women. Kight 
after night he had been forced to go 
and sit in the railroad stations of the 
city while the British bombed them. 
He had seen his friends, people once 
wealthy and of high birth, sent out to 
dig trenches, to bury the dead and to 
cultivate and weed the fields. For two 
years he had oniy soup and cocoa for 
his dinner and a semi-monthly allow- 
ance of three-quarters of a pound of 
meat and black bread. 


Henri Bergier reached Paris just as 


the news carne from the front that 
British and American troops had freed 
his home. As soon as be is strong 
enough to travel again he will return 
there to find, if possible, the priceless 
records of the city which he hid in 
1914 when the Huns swept across Bel- 
glum and invaded northern Prance- 


Stuck to His Post. 


As a judge of a tribunal or "court 


of Cambrai. Bergier refused to leave 
his post when the German hordes 
poured through his country in August, 
1914. 
By a trick of chance ne had 


Just sent his wife and three daughters 
to Boulogne-sur-Mer, on- the coast of 
France, for a holiday and was plan- 
ning to join them early in September. 
The meeting was deferred just four 
years. 
He was captured, but was 


spared the bitterness of seeing his 
family subjected to the humiliations 
which came to the other women of 
Cambrai. His wife and daughters at 
once •volunteered for hospital service 
and worked so heroically for three 
years that they were decorated by the 
French government with the inedal 
"des epidemics et du devouemenf-"* 


The story which Bergier brought 


back was one of want and suffering. 
The Germans held him as hostage so 
he was not maltreated- Whenever the 
city was bombed, however, he was 
sent with three other judges, also held 
as hostages, to sit in the railway sta- 
tions so that they would be killed Jl 
the traffic centers were destroyed. 


The people of the city who did not 


hold official positions were treated 
more summarily. The women were 
ail made to do menial wort of some 
kind, such as sweeping the streets 
of the city or cultivating and weed- 
ing the fields. " The yonag boys and 
men were seat out to dig trenches and 
to bury the dead. 
3«o one was al- 


lowed to leave nis lodgings after seven 
o'clock at night, and no lights were 
allowed at any time. 


Turned Out of Homes. 


Family after family was-turned out 


of homes to make place for" the wives 
of the German officers who came to 
stay in Cambrai with their husbands 
and for German actresses and sing- 
ers who were brought from Germany 
to stage performances of grand opera 
and to make merry in the casinos. 
The prisons were kept filled with 
"offenders.™ 
One woman was thrown 


into jail because she had hidden a 
copper vessel.'a family heirloom, in 
defiance of the German order requisi- 
tioning everything of metal from the 
people- Another woman was arrested 
because she read a copy of a French 
paper which had been dropped into the 
city by allied airplanes. 


Early in September Bergier was told 


that an exchange had been effected 
and he was to return to France. He 
•would be permitted to take with aim 
•what belongings he could carry. He 
found an old baby carriage •with two 
wheels off and patched It up with 
•wheels from a dismantled gun. His 
clothing, though threadbare, still held 
together, but he had no shoes at all. 
He took the leather portfolio -which 
his youngest, daughter had nsed to 
carry "to school and made a sort of 
footgear out of It, using for soles the 
belting from a machine in an aban- 
doned factory.

made on foot, pushing his belonging? 
along In the old baby carriage. Part 
he made by train. 


From Belgium if. Bergier "went to 


Switzerland, finally arriving In Paris 
where he rejoined his famDy.

New Telephone Toll Rates 


Effective January 21, 1919 


(Announced December 13, 1918, by Postmaster General, Washington, D. C.) 


a_ 


New schedules of rates for telephone toll calls (to points outside the local service area) 
under 


which all toll calls throughout the United States are placed on a uniform basis, become effective 
12:01 a. m., January 21, 1919. 


Under these ne\v schedules, the "station to station" rate is the base rate upon which all rates for the 
various classes of service offered, are computed. This rate is determined by the air line distance 
between toll points and Is computed, for the initial period, on the basis of 5c for each 6 miles up to 
24 miles and oc for each 8 miles beyond that distance. For toll calls where the calling party does 
not specify a particular person to'be reached at the called telephone, "station to station" rates are 
charged. 
__ 


For toll calls where the calling party does specify a particular person to be reached at the called 
telephone-asd-the connection-is established and conversation held with that person, "person to per- 


son" 
rates are charged. As this service requires a greater amount of operating effort, the 


rate for such calls is about one-fourth greater than the "station to station" rate. The minimum 
"person to person" rate is 20c. 
^ 


Toll calls Involving an appointment to talk at a specified time, or involving the use of messenger 
service to secure attendance of a designated person at a public telephone at a distant point may be 
made at rates usually about one-half greater than the "station to station** rate, plus the cost of 
messenger service. The minimum rate for such calls is 25c. 


For all toll calls other than those made on the "station to station" basis, where connection Is es- 
tablished but the conversation Is not held because the calling or called party is not present or will 
not talk, a "report charge" Is made equivalent to about one-fourth of the "station to station" rate. 
The minimum "report charge" Is lOc; maximum S2.00. No report charge Is made if the call is 
completed before midnight of the day it Is placed. 


Night rates, applying only to calls made on a "station to station" basis, are quoted between 8:30 
p. m. and 4:30 a. m. The rate between 8:30 p. m. and 12 midnight Is about one-half the "station to 
station" day rate, and between 12 midnight and 4:30 a. m. about one-fourth the "station to station" 
day rate. The minimum night rate Is 25c. 


"Station to station" calls must be made as far as possible by giving the telephone number of the 
called telephone. When the number is not known and telephone directory Information is not 
available the number should be obtained from "Information", or if the called telephone is at a dis- 
tant point, the name and address of the called subscriber should be given to the Toll Operator, 
stating that It Is a "station to station" call.

The "station to station" rates are substantially lower than the "person to person" rates. In order 
that patrons may effect the greatest economy in their charges for toll service, and also maximum 
speed of connections, they are urged to study their toll service requirements and to make the rad- 
est possible use of "station to station'7 calls.
